A  number  of  Hotels  have  been  used  throughout  the  war  by  certain  big 
Schools,  notably  Gresham's  from  Holt,  Norfolk  ;  Benenden  School 
from  Kent;  the  Bergman- Os terberg  College  from  Dartford;  Micklefield 
School  from  Sussex,  and  a  large  Girls'  School  from  Plymouth. 

Three  big  Hotels  have  been  used  throughout  the  War  as  Ministry  of 
pensions  Hospitals,  and  are  still  in  use  as  such. 

Five  Hostels  (and  Sick  3ays)  have  been  maintained  throughout

.'Jar  Years  for  the  care  of  sick  evacuee  children.  These  Hostels 
are  a  direct  concern  of  the  Evacuation  Committee,  which  in  turn  is 
responsible  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  They  have  been  efficiently 
run,  and  credit  is  due  to-  the  Matrons  and  Staffs  for  -the  very  good 
service  which  has  been  rendered  by  them.  During  the  last  two  years 
these  Hostels  have  accepted  and  cared  for  evacuee  children  from  all 
parts  of  the  County. 

The  County  Council  has  maintained  an  auxiliary  Emergency  Hospital 
at  Westward  Ho,  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases. 

In  spite  of  the  population,  of  the  town  being  at  its  peak,  with  its 
consequent  evils  of  overcrowding  and  a  certain  degree  of  limitation 
of  food  and  fuel,  the  Health  of  the  district  has  seen  very 
satisfac  tory. 

With  the  Wars  now  drawing  to  their  inevitable  conclusion,  one  tends 
to  look  to  the  future  prosperity  of  Newquay,  and  the  part  Social 
Conditions  must  play  if  Newquay  is  to  keep  at  the  head  of  Seaside 
Resorts  in  Cornwall. 

The  chief  necessity  in  any  Health  Resort  is  a  clean  bill  of  health, 
and  if  this  town  is  to  be  free  of  worry  in  this  respect  I  put  as  the 
most  imperative  work  in  the  near  future,  the  provision  of  Main  Water 
Supply  and  Main  Drainage  to  Crantock,  Tregurrian  and  all  those

The  Hostels  for  these 
cases  at  Judges,  Hast  Street,  has  continued  to  do  excellent 
work  and  in  fact,  cases  from  other  areas  of  the  County  are 
regularly  being  admitted  for  treatment. 

Benzyl  Benz oath  treatment  is  the  method  of  choice,  three  baths 
being  given  before  discharge  of  the  patients  and  in  spite  of 
recent  medical  opinion,  we  have  continued  to  fumigate  all 
clothing  and  bedding. 

.Infestation  by  head  lice  is  also  treated  at  this  Hostel,  and 
a  Department  is  open  daily  for  such  treatment.
